This fund will be used for unexpected maintenance and not for general upkeep. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $768 to be taken from 
unreserved fund balance and put in the Four Corners Park Maintenance Trust Fund. 
This amount is surplus from the Four Corners Park project and was donated to the Town by 
the Park Committee to form a trust fund. The appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax 
rate, but to be properly expended a vote is required. Recommended by Selectmen. 


Article27: To see if the Town will vote to transfer ownership of a Town owned mobile home to 
Mr. Carl Buckley in complete settlement of any claim by Mr. Buckley related to the mobile 
Home.

Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to reclassify Norwood Ave from Road status to a 
Class A Trail. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 500 for repairs to 
damaged head stones in our Town Cemeteries, this appropriation to be funded by the 
Cemetery Capital Reserve Funds. Recommended by Selectmen. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to approve the following changes to the Zoning 
Ordinance as proposed unanimously by the Roxbury Planning Board.

$50 per day for each day such violation may exist" to "an amount imposed by 
the Selectman not to exceed $275 per day for each day such violation may exist".

Accreditation, (NEASC); Annual Yearly Progress, (AYP); surplus, revenues, facilities, lawsuits, 
Monadnock Taxpayers Associations, (MTPA); Surry, MC2, budgets, contracts, early retirement, 
politics, fighting, having fun yet? Oh and lets not forget the students! It has been just another 
wonderful year at the School Board. 


Our accreditation is on probation status. Most of our schools didn’t make AYP, Sullivan is suing 
the district. The MTPA spurred on that lawsuit by attending the selectman’s meeting in Sullivan 
and encouraging them to sue us. The Budget Committee chair, also a member of the MTPA sued 
us, he lost. Surry is gone, which just makes all of us pay more, and oh by the way, it doesn’t look 
like Surry will even have their K-5 kids in Surry next year. We saved money in the budget, got 
more revenues, returned money to the taxpayers and still the tax rates go up. We now have in 
writing what we thought all along, the Middle/High School is in desperate need of repair and 
expansion. The final Master Plan for this school is complete, view it on our website, mrsd.org, and 
click on Facilities Assessment. Just $37 million dollars ought to do the trick. MC2, the AWARD 
winning program has to move from Surry, to where? We will find somewhere to put them, but we 
will have to move around something else. Contracts did get created. Everyone agreed. School 
Board and Budget Committee all are moving forward now it is up to the voters. Oh, but wait, one 
school board member, also a member of the MTPA has gone to the attorney general and 
complained on the wording. He doesn’t like it and complaining to the state seems to be what the 
MTPA does best. 


Then there are the students........ They continue to amaze me. Through all of the above they 
continue to learn, excel, make due, and be respectful even though some adults in the district act like 
two year olds. Luckily, we don’t have any of them in Roxbury. Again I ask the taxpayers of 
Roxbury to support the warrant articles this year, especially Articles 1, 3, and 4. These articles will 
fulfill some of our accreditation issues. Maintenance for the district is always ongoing and was 
scaled back this year to help with the passage of the Budget and contracts. 


The next step on the Middle/High School building issues will be to get a set of conceptual drawings 
for a new Middle School and do renovations on the High School. Then we will have a complete 
picture of our options. We will have numbers on renovating and expanding the current building, 
$37 Million, build new 7" through 12™ school, $45 million and soon the cost of a new Middle School 
and renovations of the High School. Then the Board will have to decide which way to go and then 
we go to the towns and see what the voters think. Stay tuned.

However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into September 
with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that o: 
2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Mountain in Chesterfielc 
during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving severa 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildlanc 


| urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 seasor 
| threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent ¢

The Roxbury Police Department had another exciting year. Normal patrolling was 
done off and on, as problems arose, but due to several grants, special patrols took 
place during most of the summer. During this special patrol, emphasis was given to 
Babbage Dam, Otter Brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam, and Class six roads, 
Branch Road, Rte. 9 and Middletown Road. It takes a lot of planning to give the 
best police coverage from the budget that is pasted at town meeting and the extra 
grant funds come in handy for needed patrols. Investigation time, court time and 
administration time were up slightly and normal patrol time was about average, 
compared to last year, with the exception of the special night patrol. Automotive 
complaints and civil complaints seem to be on the increase. Again I would request 
that if you see something suspicious to report it right away, as it may help us with 
something we are already working on. We are not on patrol on a full time basis, so 
it’s hard to know if there is a problem in your area, unless you report it.

Minutes of the 2007 ANNUAL ROXBURY TOWN 
MEETING 
Tuesday, March 13, 2007 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Mark Funk at 7:50 p.m. Selectmen 
Louis Drogue and Christopher Kaufer were present. 


The polls were declared open at 6:00 p.m. and closed at 8:10 p.m. Of the193 
registered voters, 72 cast ballots. The minutes of the 2006 Town Meeting were 
approved. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year: 


Selectman for three-year term: 52 write in votes cast. Daniel Stockwell received 49 
votes. Remainder scatter. Daniel Stockwell elected. 


Town Clerk: 71 votes cast. Marika Stuhlsatz received 70 votes. 
Remainder scatter. Marika Stuhlsatz elected. 


Tax Collector: 71 votes cast. Paula Hicks elected unanimously. 
Treasurer: 70 votes cast. David Jewett elected unanimously. 
Sexton: 71 votes cast. Steve Yardley elected unanimously. 


Fire Chief: 72 votes cast. Allen LaPlante received 71 votes. Remainder scatter. 
Allen LaPlante elected. 


Auditor: 72 votes cast. Alice Funk elected unanimously. 

Trustee of Trust Funds: 71 votes cast. Robin Buffum elected unanimously. 
Supervisor of the Checklist: 70 votes cast. Virginia Shepardson elected unanimously. 
Supervisor of the Checklist: 70 votes cast. Robin Buffum elected unanimously. 


Planning Board: 68 votes cast. Andy Bueckner received 65 votes. Remainder scatter. 
Andy Bueckner elected. 


Planning Board: 26 write in votes cast. David Shepardson received 20 votes. 
Remainder scatter. David Shepardson elected. 
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Zoning Board of Adjustment: 70 votes cast. Gerry Davis received 69 votes. 
Remainder scatter. Gerry Davis elected. 


Zoning Board of Adjustment: 70 votes cast. Karen Schwindt elected unanimously. 
Moderator: 72 votes cast. Mark Funk elected unanimously. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,200 for 
General Government. Motion carried. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,500 for 
salaries and expenses of the Police Department. This sum includes $ 2,500 for extra 
weekend patrols. Motion carried. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,700 for the 
purpose of compensating the Roxbury Police Department for summer patrols at Otter 
Brook Park. These funds for expenditure are designated to the town through the US Army 
Corps of Engineers. The appropriation does not effect the Town’s tax rate, but to be 
properly expended a vote is required. Motion carried. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Fire Department. Motion carried. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500, as it’s fair 
Share of stand-by costs for the use of the City of Keene’s ambulance service. 
Motion carried. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,109.50 for 
Summer and Winter road maintenance. Motion carried. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $29,890.50 for 
Highway construction and reconstruction. Selectmen’s comment: These funds for 
expenditure are designated to the Town through the Highway Block Grant Fund. The 
appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended a vote is 
required. Motion carried. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,500 to be 
paid for Solid Waste Disposal and Recycling Center privileges in the town of 
Marlborough . Motion carried. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 255 for 


community participation in the City of Keene’s 2007 — 2008 Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Program. = Motion carried. 
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Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150 for the purpose 
of Pest Control. Motion carried. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for Town 
Welfare and emergency assistance to the Town Poor. Motion carried. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,555 to support 
Southwestern Community Services, Home Health Care and Community Services, 
The Community Kitchen INC., Meals on Wheels and Monadnock Family Mental 
Health Services and Samaritans. Motion carried. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes and will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,200 for Interest 
expense. Motion carried. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $ 3,000 to be added to the 
Town Building Improvements Capital Reserve Funds. Recommended by Selectmen. 
Motion carried. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Town’s six wheel ATV. 
Recommended by Selectmen 
This article was amended to read: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 to the Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Town’s six wheel 
ATV and to designate the Selectmen as the administrators of this fund. 
Article passed as amended. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added 
to the Road Capital Reserve Fund previously established. Recommended by 
Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police 
Vehicles. Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund for future Revaluation as previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen Motion carried. 

Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $ 1,000 to be added to the 
previously established Capital Reserve Funds for Tax Maps. This will serve for 


updating of town maps. Recommended by Selectmen. Motion carried. 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 4,000 for the 
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following improvements of the Roxbury Town Hall: 

1. Installation of a Fire Alarm System 

2. Scraping and Painting of the outside of the building (all four sides) 
Motion carried. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to reclassify, from a Class VI to a Class V, about 1400 
feet of the Davis Road, beginning at 325 Davis Road (George Davis Farm) to 392 Davis 
Road. ( Joe Sabolevski home) 
Recommended by Selectmen, Planning Board and Road Agent. 
Motion carried. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $ 1,000 for repairs 
to damaged head stones in our Town Cemeteries, $500 of this appropriation to be funded 
by the Cemetery Capital Reserve Funds. Recommended by Selectmen. 

This article was amended to read: : To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $ 4,000 for repairs to damaged head stones and removal of trees in our Town 
Cemeteries, $500 of this appropriation to be funded by the Cemetery Capital Reserve 
Funds. 

Article passed as amended. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to go on record in support of effective actions by the 
President and the Congress to address the issue of climate change which is increasingly 
harmful to the environment and economy of New Hampshire and to the future well being of 
the people of Roxbury. 

These actions include: 

1. Establishment of a national program requiring reductions of U.S. greenhouse gas 
emissions while protecting the U.S. economy. 

2. Creation of a major national research initiative to foster rapid development of 
sustainable energy technologies thereby stimulating new jobs and investment. 

In addition, the town of Roxbury encourages New Hampshire citizens to work for emission 

reductions within their communities, and we ask our Selectmen to consider the appointment 

of voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to save energy and reduce 

emissions. 

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire 

Congressional Delegation, to the President of the United States and to declared 

candidates for those offices. 

(Petitioned warrant article by 24 voters of Roxbury). 

Motion carried. 


Article 25: To transact any other business, which may come before the said meeting? 


a). A motion was made and seconded to authorize the selectmen to oversee the sale of 
the Roxbury’s Fire Department 6 — Wheel ATV with the proceeds to be added to the 
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Capital Reserve Fund for ATV Replacement. The Towns people also voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to expend such funds on the recommendation of the Fire Chief. 
Motion carried. 


b.) A motion was made and seconded to reconsider Article 18. 

Article 18 was amended to read: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $ 1,500 to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the 
Town Police Vehicles and to designate the Selectmen as the administrators of this fund. 
Article passed as amended. 


c.) Upon the suggestion of selectman Drogue, the towns people voted to form a 
Historical Committee. 


c.) Towns people questioned the selectmen regarding the 20 Mph Speed Limit at 
the bottom of Middletown Road. The Selectmen pointed out that the setting of this speed 
limit was preceded by a traffic study and the proximity of the children’s play court . 


Towns people again enjoyed the potluck supper before the meeting. 
The meeting was adjourned at 8:55 PM/
